LONDON, September 20. 

With much concern we new fay, that Lord Malmefbury 
has returned to England without accomplifhing ¢he ub- 
je& of his miffion. 

With refpeé to the caufes which led immediately to 
the objeé& of the.negociations, the only information which 
we have been able to obtain is, that on the arrival of ‘the 

* new Comiffioners, Tieilhard and Bonniere, at Lifle, they 
demanded of Lord Malmefbury a final and categorical anf- 
werto the terms which had fome time before been pre- 
‘fented to him as the fine quanonof Peace. His lordthip’s 
reply was, that in that flate of the negociation he was not 
authorized by bis court to agree ‘tu the propofitions of the 
Executive Direttory, The Commifiioners immediately 
obfeived, that it was evident he was not vefted with the ne- 
ceflary powers to treat; and, therefore that his further 
refidence at Lifle would be difpenfed with by the gov- 
eroment of France. This obfervation was followed by a

Letters from Cologn, Bon, Aix-la-Chapelle, Treves, &c. 
ftate that the revolutionary party had obtained the afcend- 
ancy, feized the government, the treafury, ‘and the arch- 
ieves, proclaimed the Cafthine Republic, and renounced 
their union with the German Empire, They had fent 
couriers to Paris, and to General Hoche, requeiting that « 
provifional Direétory might be appointed for this new 
Republic, 

O€ober 2. 

Mr Vick has returned unfuccefsful, and no other has 
been fent, 

The Proclamation of the Dire€tory to the French na- 
tion, in particular, deferves fingular attention, 

It in fa&t, announces a recommencement of hoftilities 
between the Republic and the Emperor, as at no great 
diftance : and what is fingular, it appears from fome of the 
journals that orders were fent to Buonaparte to be in 
readinefs to aé, at the fame time that intimation was or- 
dered to be made to Lord Malmefbury to withdraw him- 
fe lf, 

There does not appear the {malleft hope of a new rup- 
ture between France and Auftria being avoided, unlefs the 
latter fhall inftantly comply with the terms’ propofed by 
the former for concluding the negociations. 

PARIS, September 17. 

Fouville, read on ’Change yefterday, a letier, ftating 
that an Infurgent army of the fouth was 60,000 frong ; 
that they had killed 1000 Republicans, and forced Gen, 
Larne to capitulate. 

September 23. 

What we have announced relative to the appointment 
of Gen. Hoche to the polt of Generaliflimo of the two ar- 
mies of the Rhine, is poflitive. An order to this effect hes 
been iffued from the War Department.---Annal’s Politiques. 

If, contrary to all appearances, fay the letters from Mi- 
lan, hoftilities with the Emperor fhould be renewed, the 
Piedmentofe troops will join the French aimy. This 
point is decided, It is even reported that they will form 
a body of 15,000 men. Venice wiil furnifh 1000, the 
Chapine republic 20,00, and the army of Kellerman, 
30,000, amounting toa reinforcement of 75,090, for the 
army of Italy, which will be under the command of Maf. 
fena, Bornadotte, &c. 

There is the ftrongeft reafon to believe that the courier 
difpatched by the Diretory on the night of the ad and 
3d complementary day, Sept. 18 andig, carried to Buo- 
naparte the orders to renew hoftilities with the Emperor. 
At the very moment'the courier fet off, a courier arrived 
from Lifle with the intelligence that Lord Malmefbury had 
quit that city, and fet out for London, His departure, 
which fo foen fucceeded the arrival Trielhard and Bon- 
nier was the refult of the firft converfation with the new 
megociators. ‘‘ Have you power,” faid Treilhaid to 
Lord Malmefbury, ‘* to reflore to the French Republic all 
her colonies ?”’---* No,”’---** Why then go home and get 
them |”
